Full Report of the 10th Annual Meeting 
of the Optical Society of the State 
of New York. 

RocHEster, N. Y., June 24.—The mem- 
bers of the Optical Society of the State of 
New York are well pleased with the of- 
ficers elected at the 10th annual meeting 
of the Association held in this city, last 
week. W. W. Bissell, the newly-elected 
president, is one of Rochester’s leading 
optometrists. By his able work as chair- 
man of the executive committee, he has 
well shown his ability and competency to 
take care of the office of president of the so- 
ciety. E. LeRoy Ryer, of New York, elected 
vice-president, is also well known among 
the optometrists. There was no surprise 
expressed at the re-election of R. F. Will- 
iams, of Buffalo, as secretary, and F. E. 
Robbins, of Elmira, as treasurer, for the 
reports and financial standing of the society 
showed that they had their work 

faithfully and well. 

The following executive committee was 
chosen by the new president: Chairman, 
H. C. Watts, Syracuse; E. V. Syrcher, 
Buffalo; C. E. Sheppard, Penn Yan; F. A. 
Elmer, Hudson; Geo. Bausch, Rochester, 
and A, M, Kenny, Utica. The legislative 
committee is composed of the following: 
Chairman, E, E. Arrington, Rochester; A. 
J. Cross, New York; B. B. Clark, Roches- 
ter; Alexander Martin, New York; S. 
Stern, Kingston; C. F, Prentice, New York. 
The above officers will also compose the 
Board. of Directors. 

After the reading of the several com- 
mittee reports and the address of B. B. 
Clark, the retiring president of the society, 
new business was discussed. A resolution 
was adopted asking the national association 
to hold its next meeting in this city. It 
was also decided to have B. B. Clark at- 
tend the coming meeting of the A. A. O. at 
Minneapolis, as representative of the Opti- 
cal Society of the State of New York. Mr. 
Cross, of New York, suggested that the 
name of the society be changed from Opti- 
cal Society of the State of New York to 
the New York State Society of Optome- 
trists, but no action was taken on this sug- 
gestion. There was an open discussion in 
regard to the paper Optometry, pub- 
lished by the society, and the best policy 
to be pursued by the society relative to 
overcoming the objections of the physicians 
throughout the State against the 
optometrists’ bill. 

Just before the close of the morning ses- 
sion the society adopted the following code 
of ethics: 

A FORMAL CODE OF ETHICS

Article 1. 

Loyalty. Section 1.—Every member of this So 
ciety shall feel it a duty to further the interests 
of the Society, not only by attendance at the 
meetings and payment of dues, but by supporting 
the work proposed by it. 

Section 2.—An Optometrist can best 
loyalty by his personal conduct and the character 
of his professional work. 

Section 3.—An Optometrist should avoid un 
kind criticisms of other Optometrists, as being un 
wise and unprofessional. 

Article IT. 

Duties to a Patient. Section 1.—The confidence 
shown in an Optometrist by a patient placing his 
case in his care should under no circumstances be 
abused. No exaggeration of a patient’s visual im- 
perfection should be made to influence a sale. The 
welfare of a patient’s eyes should be above the

essary he should be frankly told so 

Article III. 

Duties to Physicians. Section 1

During the recess many members took 
advantage of the opportunity to inspect the 
instruments placed on exhibition in the 
ante-room by one of the optical manufac 
turing concerns 

Following addresses by A. Jay Cross, of 
New York, and Briggs Palmer, of Boston, 
Alexander Martin spoke to the optometrists 
on “Optical Legislation or the Relations 
Which Should Exist Between Oculist and 
Optometrist.”” Mr. Cross’ address will be 
published in full in a forthcoming issue of 
THE CrrcuLar-WEEKLY. 

Among other things, Mr. Martin 
“What the society needs to do is to es 
tablish a college of optometry, hold exam- 
inations, give diplomas and carry on busi 
ness as it would if it had legislation. In 
addition I would suggest that we have our 
own free clinics for the poor, examining 
their eyes free of charge, and furnishing 
them with glasses at the lowest prices pos- 
sible, and in many free of charge. 
I hope the day is not far distant when every 
optical society will have its own college of 
optometry and every city will have its own 
eye clinic. We ought all to do our best 
and thereby elevate our profession. to a 
higher standard than it ever before has 
reached.” Mr. Martin read several 
letters and newspaper comments relative to 
the ability of the average medical prac- 
titioner to treat the eyes, etc., etc. 

This address was followed by a discus- 
sion in which E, E, Arrington, H. M. 
Bestor, A. Jay Cross and others brought 
forward interesting views on the subject. 
During the discussion the society went on 
record as being opposed to giving commis- 
sion of any kind to any oculist or physician.

Death of George H. A. Hazlitt. 
SEAMING 


CuHiIcaco, June 22.—George H. A. Haz- 
litt, editor of the American Jeweler, died 
on June 19, at his residence, 39 Campbell 
Park, Chicago, of typhoid fever after a 
month’s illness. 

George Henry Abbott Hazlitt was born 
in Chicago, April 14, 1858, his father being 
a well-known printer at that date. As a 
young man he received a public school edu- 
cation and began his studies at the Old 
University of Chicago. Afterward he took 
a course in the Bryant & Stratton Business 
College, and, having inherited artistic 
tastes from his mother, studied art in oils 
and water colors at the Art Institute of 
Chicago. He finally decided to reject an 
artist’s career, and in 1877 started to learn 
the printing business with the firm of Haz- 
litt & Reed, nis father being a member of 
the firm. He showed marked adaptability 
for the printing business, his general edu- 
cation and artistic training enabling him to 
readily grasp intricacies which others were 
much slower to master, and when the firm 
of Hazlitt & Reed was dissolved in 188], he 
became a partner with his father in the 
firm of Geo. K. Hazlitt & Co. at 179 
Clark St. 

During nis college life Mr. Hazlitt de- 
veloped a great facility of expression and 
contributed various articles to the daily 
press and to the magazines. He wrote un- 
der the pseudonym of “Henry G. Abbott,” 
a combination of his Christian names, and 
as he never used either the name Abbott 
or the initial A in his business signature, 
the identity of “Henry G. Abbott” was not 
suspected for several years after his work 
had attracted attention in the jewelry trade 
He enjoyed keeping this a secret. 

In January, 1882, he commenced the pub 
lication of the American Jeweler, and it as 
sumed a prominent place in the jewelry 
trade press on account of the technical in- 
formation of which it made a _ specialty. 
This policy he rigidly maintained during 23 
years, maintaining the interest in his paper 
by prize essay contests on subjects con 
nected with watchmaking and kindred lines 

In 1880 Mr. Hazlitt wrote and published 
the first edition of “Abbott’s American 
Watchmaker and Jeweler,” which had so 





favorable a reception that it was greatl 
enlarged in 1891. Other books on technica 
subjects followed in rapid order, amon; 
them being “The Watchmakers and Jew 
elers’ Practical Hand Book,” “Antiqu 
Watches and How to Establish Their Age 
“Modern Photography in Theory and Pra 
tice,” “Progressive Lessons in Photog 
raphy,’ “Improving tne Negative,” “Dev 
Its Use and Abuse,” “Modern Prin 
In addition to his work 


oping ; 
ing Processes.” 
the American Jeweler he wrote for a nu 
ber of the photographic journals and f 
various magazines. Being an expert ph 
tographer, he made the photographs f 
most of the illustrations appearing in 
books and in his own paper. In later year 
ne again took up water-color painting as ; 
amusement, 

Deceased was a-believer in organizatio 
and in 1893 he took a prominent part in th 
organization of the American Horologica 
Society, became its first secretary and fo 
many years gave it unremitting attentio 
Under his leadership the society gave 
first two exhibits, but finding the work 
arduous, he resigned while the society wa 
at its zenith and the control passed to othe: 
hands. 

In April, 1904, Mr. Hazlitt was elect 
secretary of the Jewelers’ Club of Chicago 
and re-elected in April, 1905, holding tl 
position at the time of his death. He served 
on the jury of awards at the Louisiana Pur 
chase Exposition at St. Louis in the group 
of watches, clocks, jewelry and stationery, 
and was selected as secretary of the section 
on jewelry and also as secretary of the en 
tire group, receiving warm praise for 
promptness and tact with which he dis 
charged his duties as juror and also as se 
retary.

Useful Points for the Ad-Writer. 
HERE are some advertising men who 
cannot get away from the idea that be- 

ing smart in an advertisement will make the 
advertisement bring business, says a writer 
in the Trader and Canadian Jeweler. They 
are always trying to spring a little joke or 
some puns. If they could realize how 
flat must of these fall when they appear in 
cold print in the newspaper “in the cold 
grey lawn oi the morning after” they would 
refrain trom indiscretions The 
trouble is, however, that the man who tries 
to be funny can seldom, if ever, realize that 
others do not always appreciate his joke

or see it as he does. 

Another fallacy is that of using 
words, redundant phrases and obscure para- 
graphs. Writers who do this forget that 
the general public that reads an 
nouncements does not grasp the meaning, 
as a matter of fact, even the well educated 
man, who could understand what is said 
perfectly, will not bother to give this nec- 
essary attention to the ad., though it 1s not 
difficult in the way of orthography. 

A man going to business in the morning 
is looking for the news in the paper. Your 
advertisement may catch his and he 
may glance through it; a single sentence 
or word may attract his particular attention, 
next to the illustration, if you use one, and 
perhaps be the deciding factor in bringing 
him to your store. On the other hand, if 
his eye meets an involved sentence or an 
obscure headline, he won’t bother to puz- 
zle it out. He will prefer to let it go and 
perhaps be attracted by someone else’s ad 
vertisement in the same line. 

It does not matter whether you are cater- 
ing to the highest class of people or any 
other, the rule is the same. Simplicity of 
language, directness of diction and clear- 
ness of thought must characterize the body 
of the advertisement, while the heading 
must be sharply defined and in no way of a 
puzzling nature. 

The heading of an advertisement is very 
frequently the first few words of a sen- 
tence, and if this is the case you should be 
exceedingly careful to have these few words 
mean something in themselves. It will not 
do to write any old sentence, picking the 
first few words as they come, putting them 
in display type and depending upon the 
balance of the sentence to make them clear, 
or to make this introduction striking. The 
better plan is to decide upon your introduc-

The only condition to my mind when such 
a course is justified is when you want to 
make announcements to hit two or more 
distinct classes of people; that is, the paper 
prints a page that is particularly interest- 
ing to women and that they really look for, 
an advertisement might properly be placed 
on that page, whereas your announcement 
in regard to other lines might better be 
placed elsewhere.

It is highly important that 
should be familiar with the advertising done 
each day by their store. 
man can not be expected to commit to 
memory a whole page department 
store ad., but he should be required to read 
carefully that part of it that pertains to his 
department. 

He should not only know what goods are 
advertised but why they advertised. 
There is always a “why” for a price reduc- 
tion and the salesman not read 
the advertisement is likely to miss a good 
talking point. The mere fact that a certain 
article is being specially advertised has 
weight with a customer, for most people 
have the impression that stores only adver- 
tise their best bargains.

he aqueous humor fills the anterior por 
tion of the eye. ‘The iris, resting on the 


lens, divides the aqueous chamber into two 
parts. The anterior is bounded in front by 
the cornea, and behind by the iris and such 
part of the lens as shows through the pupil 
The posterior chamber is behind the iris 
and fills the triangular space formed by the 
anterior part of the vitreous, the circum 
ference of the lens and the ciliary process 
and iris. This chamber also includes the 
spaces of Fontana. 

Owing to the capacity of the sclerotic and 
choroid, light can enter the eye only through 
the cornea. In the normal or emmetropic 
eye, light coming from a distance of 20 
feet or beyond is so refracted by the dif- 
ferent refractive media as to bring it to a 
focus on the retina. When the light comes 
from a distance of less than 20 feet we must 
increase our refractive power so as to bring 
these rays to a focus at the proper plane 
For that purpose the eye can, without a 
conscious effort, bring about a physiological 





change in its refractive media, called ac 


commodation. 

Prior to 1852 a good many theories were 
advanced in explanation of the act of accom 
modation, all of them having their adher- 
ents. It was not, however, until the date 
mentioned that any reasonable theory was 
really brought forth. At that time Cramer 
published his discoveries, made during the 
previous year, and these were substanti 
ated a few years later by those of Helm 
holtz, although neither knew of the other’s 
works. 

Their theory is, that when energy 1s sent 
to the ciliary muscles it draws the choroid 
forward, thereby relieving the tension on

No one has thus far been able to explain 
satisfactorily the transformation of a light 
impression into nervous action.

While the progress of the past 10 years 
mutually beneficial to all, and the senti1 
favor of the skilled optometrist has increased, we 











have much that can and should be done. 

There are two very important matters with which 
this society should concern itself: one is the reg 
ulation of the practice of optometry, and the other 
is the care of children’s eyes. I believe that much 
might be accomplished in this direction by con- 
sistent legislation. 

In the State of Vermont a law has recently been 
passed, which provides that the eyes of all school 
children in the State are to be examined by the 
school authorities, and if any defects of vision are 
found the parents are to be notified. 

The substance of the law is contained in the 
following section, which reads: 

“The State Board of Health and the superin- 
tendent of education shall prepare or cause to be 
prepared suitable test cards, blanks, record books, 
and other needful appliances to be used in testing 
the sight and hearing of pupils in public schools 
and necessary instructions for their use; and the 
superintendent of education shall furnish the 
same, free of expense, to every school in the 
State. 

“The superintendent, principal or teacher in 
every school, during the month of September in 
each year, shall test the sight and hearing of all 
pupils under his charge, and keep a record of such

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A Few Words on the «“Memorandum’”’ Custom. 


66g T is doubtful if there is any custom, 
l method, or device in the business of 
inufacturing jeweler that is subject to 
frequent mercantile abuse by merchant 
ewelers (and by verbal abuse of another 
perpetrated by the manufacturers) as 
so-called ‘memorandum’ business of to- 
lay.’ said the old manufacturer to a Cir- 

LAR-WEEKLY reporter. 

“You would sympathize with us instead 

smiling at my good-humored earnestness 
if you, as a business usage, had to insert 
expensive ‘ads.’ on ‘memorandum,’ or had 
to supply your reputable journal ‘on memo- 
randum’ for a year or two to such as sought 
to know whether they liked it or not. They 
must have much more confidence in THE 
CrrcULAR-WEEKLY than they have in the 
merchandise of the trade which it so grace- 
fully represents. 

“Originally goods were billed ‘for ap- 
proval,’ were entered on the ‘memorandum 
book’ and a ‘corrected bill’ sent after selec- 
tion was made; hence, such transactions in 
time were termed, from the book, ‘on memo- 
randum.’ 

“Years ago approval or memorandum 
goods were asked for with much diffidence 
and circumlocution, being then considered 
outside of and in contravention of business 
usages which required a bill of sale for mer- 
chandise sold and delivered. Long explana- 
tions and apologies were written to justify 
the then abnormal request for goods to be 
shipped otherwise than as if sold, 

“Nowadays it is no unusual thing for 

manufacturer to receive an order, defi- 
nite order, for certain goods which being 
shipped are subsequently returned with per- 
haps the rebuke that the manufacturer 
should have known they were wanted on 
‘memorandum,’ 

“The expression ‘goods for selection’ now 
‘overs a broad field of utility to the mer- 
hant jeweler; initially its purport was that 

merchant jeweler might select for his 
tock; secondarily, it was merged insidiously 
conserving the interest of the merchant 
er and his ofttimes captious customer 
couldn’t find anything suitable in 
tock, The compliance and com- 
ince of manufacturers in such mat- 
f indulgence are the natural outcome 
rproduction by manufacturers jointly

ne manufacturers volunteer to send 
mal small packages of jewelry for se- 
to houses which they do not reach 





by travelers. One manufacturer was amus- 
ingly exercised when some years ago he dis- 
played to me a series of small trays in 
which he placed his carded goods for ready 
inspection by a dealer who had kept them 
until he sent for them. The trays had evi- 
dently been exposed for some weeks in the 
window of the merchant jeweler. The evi 
dence was the trays’ linings being faded out, 
where the sunlight, pouring into the deal- 
er’s window, had searched out and bleached 
thle spaces between the cards in the trays, 
thus showing faded, silhoutted spaces. 

“The manufacturer couldn’t help ac- 
knowledging that ‘the laugh’ was on himself. 

“Importers and dealers in precious stones 
aver that it is impracticable to conduct their 
business broadly without the subjunction of 
the ‘selection’ system. Thus is opened the 
avenue for small buyers to hold temporarily 
large values in gems, much greater than 
their respective mercantile standings would 
warrant as outright purchases. When an 
occasional case of trickishness develops, 
one expedient is to seek through the courts 
to punish for obtaining goods under false 
pretenses ; the ‘false pretenses,’ however, be 
ing subconscious mental processes it is im- 
practicable to prove their existence in the 
mind of the borrower at the time of de- 
livery of the goods. 

“Many years age a certain jobbing house 
procured for a retailer and his customer 
a line of gold bracelets from a manufac- 
turer; the line was larger than the manu- 
facturer would have sold to them outright, 
but was invoiced on an accompanying print- 
ed ‘memorandum bill.’ The jobbing house 
failed; the manufacturer, seeking the return 
of the unsold goods, was told by one part- 
ner in the jobbing house that they would 
keep the lot. This they did, and it went 
into the general assets 

“The manufacturer brought suit for the 
unsold goods but was beaten because the 
word ‘bill’ on his invoice carried with it title 
te the goods it described and enumerated. 
It was ruled that the word ‘bill’ was an 


abbreviation of ‘bill of sale’ and carried 
with it title to the merchandise; that the 
word ‘memorandum’ therewith could not by 
mercantile usage nor custom qualify the 
weli-known mercantile term ‘bill,’ nor could 
a trade custom modify a well-known general 
mercantile usage. 

“The court stated substantially that a 
‘bill’ could not have a string tied to it, 
but that if the paper accompanying the 
goods had been designated a ‘price list’ it 
would not have given title.”

Important Decision on Statuary by Board 
of United States General Appraisers. 


NDER a decision rendered recently by 

the Board of U. S. General Appraisers, 
bronze statues which are first castings from 
original molds by sculptors of repute, the 
statues being edited or cast under the 
supervision of the sculptor and chased or 
finished by him, are free of duty. This de 
cision sustains a protest made by C. L. 
liffany against an assessment of duty by 
the Collector of Customs, New York, who 
required the importer to pay 35 per cent 
ad valorem under the provision for manu- 
factures of metal in Par. 177 of the Tariff 
Act of 1894. The importers contended that 
the statue should be admitted free under 
Par. 575 of the Act, the material part of 
which reads: 

575. Paintings, in oil or water colors, original 
drawings and sketches, and artists’ proofs of etch 
ings and engravings, and statuary, not otherwise 
provided for in this Act, but the term “statuary” 
as herein used shall be understood to include only 
professional productions, whether round or in 
relief, in marble, stone, alabaster, wood, or metal, 
ot a statuary or sculptor. * * * * 

General Appraiser Waite, in his opinion 
Savs: 

The bronzes in question are first casts from 
original models by French and Spanish sculptors 
of repute. The work of casting o: reproducing 
the model in bronze was done by founders or 
“editors,”” under the supervision and direction of 
the sculptor who executed the model, the statues 
being finally chased or finished by the sculptor 
himself. The evidence impresses us with the 
belief that statues of this character should be dis- 
tinguished from those reproduced in large num 
bers by bronze founders in a purely commercial 
way. Unless all bronze statuary, whatever its merit, 
is to be excluded from the privilege of free entry 
under Par. 575, it would seem that the first cast 
in bronze, which is the final embodiment of the 
artist’s idea in durable material, must, when repro- 
duced from the original model of an artist of 
standing and cast under his personal supervision 
and retouched by him, be regarded as his profes- 
sional production in bronze 

The case of Merritt ws. Tiffany (1382 U. S., 
167) involved the classification of various bronze 
statues and statuettes, all of which, with the 
exception of two Roman gladiators by the artist 
Guillemin, were reproduced by bronze founders, 
witnout, so far as appeared, any assistance from 
the sculptors. The original model of the Roman 
gladiators, however, was made by Guillemin, 
edited by him and the statues manufactured under 
his immediate personal supervision Upon the 
question whether these statues were dutiable as 
manufactures of copper, which was maintained 
by the Government, or as the “professional pro 
duction of a statuary or sculptor only,”’ which 
was the importer’s contention, the verdict in the 
trial court was in favor of the latter as to all of 
the figures; the court refusing to instruct the jury 
that: 

“If they find from the evidence that the in 
ported articles were made, not by professional 
sculptors or statuaries, or by their assistants 
under their direction, but were made by skilled 

workmen or mechanics in the employ of the 
manufacturer, then their verdict should be for 
the defendant (the Government).”
